with the King of Spaine, and his adherenrs, The 
peſtiferous and murthering Set of Ieſuites, and 
other Prieſts, Monkes, Friers , andother rcligi- 
»- ous perſons, profefſing Orders vnder the Romith 
Religion , embolden chemſelyes to come into 
_ thefe Countries, not onelyinto the Townes, bur 
' alfointo the Villages of the fame, there roſeduce 
and infe&t the good and true Inhabitants of the 
ſame, with their falſe doQrine andidolatry: as. | 
alſo to mooue them vntorebellion againſtrheie 4

of, andall other Officers and-Luſtices to whom ir 
doth or may appertaine, To cauſe this our Pro. 
clamation,, potiey and forthwith eo be pro- 
claimed, publiſhed,andread,in cuery placewhere 
the ſame is-viually and ordinarily to be proclaie 
med, and to proccede; and cauſc Iuſtice to bee 
done, againſt, and vpon the breakers and offen- 
ders thereof, without anygrace, fauour, diffimu- 
lation,or delay whatſocuer,as being moſt ſeruice.
